Recover Your Illegal 
Gambling Losses 


TALLAHASSEE — A person 
who loses‘at illegal gambling may 
sue to recover his losses under a 
bill which became Florida law 
Tuesday with the approval of Gov. 
Fuller Warren. 

The new law is one of a serie3 
of anti-crime bills introduced in 
the 1951 legislature by.an interim 
senate committee. It is effective, 
immediately. 

The act provides that whoever 
in person or by. agent losés to an- 
cther in any illegal gambling 
transaction may, within 90 days 
sue to recover twice the amount of 
his losses with half of the award 
going to the state. 

If the loser personally does ‘not 
exercise his option to-sue within 90 
days, the wife, husband or any rel- 
ative may bring the suit. Parents

During 1950 the Glades sani- 
tarian made 235 visits to food 
establishments. A number of these 
visits were made'at the request of 
the proprietors themselves.

He is interested in sanitation of 
schools, camps, and swimming 
pools. He is constantly:trying to 
improve the methods of garbage 
and refuse disposal. He is working 
on methods of cleaning up areas 
of pollution under the direction of 
the Sanitary Engineer. He works 
on programs of insect and rodent 
control.

The chief way 
in which the- State and Federal 
agencies help is through furnish- 
ing consultation to members of 
local health departments on‘special 
problems, and working with mem- 
bers of the local units t carrying 
on their work.

` the State Board pf Health avail- 
eble through .the County Health 
Department. What are some of 
these? 

(1) Health Information furn- 
ishes films, printed “material, 
charts, posters, and specially 
prepared: bulletins to help the 
County Health Unit ‘keep tne 
people informed on all hazards 
to health in’ this County and 


(3) Laboratories Perform such 
services as blood tests, analysis 
of water, many other kinds of 
Public health laboratory work, 


(4)Preventable Diseases furn- 
ishes consultation and carries on 
State-wide programs in cancer 
control, venereal disease control, 
epidemiology, industrial hygiene, 
veterinary services, typhus con- 
trol and numerous other services. 
This bureau has loaned the ser- 
vices of a man’full time to work 
on venereal disease control in 
Palm Beach County. 

(5) ‘Tuberculosis Control—all 
x-ray films taken by the County 
Health Department are interp- 
Teted by members of this Bu- 


reau. Also furnishes the equip- ` 


ment and technicians ‘for the 
mass chest surveys. Sends x-ray 
equipment to the Glades every 
3 months to take free chest films 
on persons who have had tube-- 

culosis or been in contact faite 
the disease. Gives help with 

ial problems such as law a 
forcement, etc. 


_ (6) Local Health Service— 
This is the Bureau which spends 
full time working with the Coun- 
ty Health Departments on ad- 
ministrative problems. Primarily 
responsible on State level. for th 
establishment , of\ new county 
health units throughout the 
State: The Division of Public 
Health Nursing gives help- on 
the many problems affecting our 
public-health nurses. 


(7) Maternal and Child Health 
>This Bureau gives special help 
to county health departments on 
all problems affecting the health 
of our-mothers and children. An 


example is the establishment of _ 
a set-up to take tare of prema- 


ture infants in Jackson Memor- 
ial Hospital. Several infants 
from Palm Beach County have 
already received care and the 
State pays $15.00 per day while 
they are in the hospital. This 
Bureau also gives help with pro- 
grams on mental health and 
heart disease. 


* (8) Diabetes Control and Nu- 
trition—The State Board of 
` Health is ‘carrying on a program 


to find new cases of diabetes. > 


Last year this disease killed 11 
people in P; Beach County. 
Free insulin is furnished to peo- 
ple who would be unable to. buy 
it the Special consult- 
An ve help to the County 
Health Unit in developing pro- 
grams on diabetes and nutrition. 

(9) Dental Health — Help is 
given in, organizing programs to 
prevent decay and loss of teeth, 
especially in children. 

(10) Vital Statistics — Ail 
birth, death, stillbirth and com- 
municable disease reports are 
checked and filed. Copies are 
furnished on request. Actually 
all these reports must be check- 
ed by the County Health Unit 
before being sent to*the State 


Board of Health. A great deal.
